TROTSKY URGES 


MASS CULTURE 


MOSCOW, July 11.—-Culture for the 


Russian masses is urged by Leon 
Trotsky in his new book "Questions 
of Every Day Life." 
The Pravda, Moscow newspaper 


has printed one of the chapters which 
deals with the various standards of 
life in Russia and sets forth the views 
of the war minister regarding culture 
in the army. 
Trotsky points out the necessity of 


cultural education for the masses, 
contending that Russian workmen 
have never absorbed culture from the 
Russian bourgeoisie 
like 
western 


workmen and therefore there is not 
the same close contact between the 
two .classes. 
Consequently, the political victory 


of the Russian revolution has been 
much easier and always will be easier 
to attain than in any western country, 
Trotsky concludes. 
"However, history shows that noth- 


ing was ever gained cheaply and 
Russians must pay heavily for a cul- 
tural victory," Pravda quotes 
from 
Trotsky's works. "We need culture 
now, 
in our work, life and every day 


existence. 
"There is only one serious point to 


divert our attention from this acnieve- 
ment It is the necessity of defending 
our country and consequent!* we 
must develop an army. Even now 
nine-tenths of our army is devoting 
itself to the work of raising its cul- 
tural standard."

Additional $10,000 for . Spanish 


American War Veterans to Be 


Disbursed Under Method 


Formerly Used. 


The emergency relief committee of 


the American Legion, of Nebraska 
called on Governor Bryan and other 
members of the state board of educa- 
tional lands and funds Wednesday to 
confer in regard to the handling of an 
additional $25,000 of state funds ap- 
propriated by the last legislature for 
relief of Nebraska veterans of 
the 


world war 
The legislature of 1921 


appropriated $2,000,000 of state funds 
to be set aside, the interest upon 
which is to be devoted to. relief 


The board decided to pay over to 


the legion relief committee $10,000 of 
the $25,000 appropriation September 
1 and to pay the remainder December 
1. These funds will be expended for 
relief before $22,000 of interest that 
has accrued on the 1921 appropriation 
is used. This accrued interest will 
be given to the relief committee next 
year. Hereafter the annual interest 
for relief available will amount to 
about $100,000.

This plan affords speedy ac- 
tion when relief if needed.

the state board, objected to this plan 
on the ground that the funds should 
not be given to a bank which might 
pay no interest. Mr. Meier said the 
funds in bank draws 4 per cent inter- 
est and this is credited to the fund.

prompt in honoring orders for relief 
and that the fund is handled without 
cost, every cent of the appropriation 
and interest going for relief work 


The state law authorizes the state 


board to turn over the world war re- 
lief funds to a committee of the Amer- 
ican legion. This committee expends 
the money for relief and files an an- 
nual report with the state board of 
the amounts paid to persons entitled

Mrs. Buzzi and Signora Nittl Cru- 


delle were both sentenced to death, 
the former 
for the murder of her 


"common law" husband In New York 
and the latter for the "hammer mur- 
der" of her husband In Cook county, 
Illinois. 


"The death verdict was being pre- 


pared for Signora Nitti when men first 
chose pretty women to propagate 
their race—and was made more cer- 
tain every time a man discarded an 
ugly woman," Dr. Lee Alexander 
Stone, author of sex treatises, de- 
clared.. 


"Men practjce the theory of sur- 


vival of the attractive dally." 


The Jury's verdict to send Signora 


Nittl Crudelle to the gallows was the 
center of a verbal storm in Chicago 
today. 


The evidence at her trial disclosed 
that the woman with her lover- 
Frank Crudelle, whom she later mar- 
ried—beat her husband to death 
with a hammer. 
Bignora Nittl Cru- 
delle's son testified against her, ex- 
posing her alleged illicit relations 
with Crudelle, who was also sen- 
tenced to bang. 


Mrs. Nitti appeared In the court 


room, a bent, broken old woman. Her 
face was lined and her hands hard- 
ened and broken by toil on a farm. 
Eugene Koran, attorney for the con- 
demned woman, declared that the 
theory outlined by Stone will form a 
part of his plea for a new trial. 


He pointed out that the five women 


previously convicted in Cook county 
for such crimes were not handsome'. 
The two score acQuitted were either 
physically attractive or Intelligent 


Assistant State's Attorney William 
McLaughlln declared the death, ver- 
dict against the Italian woman "the 
first stop and a mighty significant 
one."

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TAX REVIEW BOARD 


GETS COMPLIMENT

A Lincoln business man was re- 


cently notified to appear before the 
sub-committee of the income tax re- 
view at St. Paul, Minn , on account 
of an alleged error in his income tax 
return for 1917. The amount inv olved 
Was less than $300 
He was notified 


•f an additional assessment in De- 
cember, 1922. His return had been 
•becked by the government expert in 
1919 and refund was made. It was 
Ifcund in that year that this business 
la)a.n had overpaid on his 1917 assess- 
ment and the money was refunded. 


When notified in December, 1922, 


from Washington that an additional 
tax was assessed he filed a protest. 
The return had been passed once by 
a government expert and he thought 
he was thru with it. He asked the 
treasury department hod it had ar- 
rived at the new figures. Nothing was 
heard from this request. Five months 
later he was notified to appear be- 
fore the sub-committee of income tax 
review at St. Paul- 


It required much time and consid- 


flgures and make up the brief. These 
were submitted in person before the 
review board. He 
expected much 


time would be spent with the board 
but he discovered the members were 
experts at the business. In less than 
an hour all questions pertaining to 
the claim had been answered and the 
facts and figures place in the record. 
They were then sent to Washington 
for final adjustment.

He would 
not be surprised should an expert be 
sent to Lincoln to substantiate the 
figures.

Perhaps the fact that she is merely 
my stepmother makes me see things 
in a different light. But I do think 
mistaken mother love is the saddest, 
crudest thing in the woild.—MOT. 


A. Your sister should have taken a 


stand in the matter long ago. No, it is 
not too late. She will have to live 
without her mother sometime, prob- 
ably, and she might as well begin now. 
Some people do not mind being domin- 
eered, especially if their natures are 
not so strongly defined as that of the 
personality v/hich has the ascendancy.

On the eve of announcement of a

took steps to avert the break. Britain, 
having failed to dissuade France from 
her IJuhr policy was about to an- 
nounce intention of making her own 
reparations agreement with Germany. 
France now has offered 
to recede 


from her aggressive stand, if it can 
he done without loss of face. 
This is understood to have been the 


gist of a conversation between the 
French ambassador and Lord Curzon, 
foreign secretary. 


While the British press is pessimis- 


tic In belief that the end of entente 
is at hand, the Paris newspapers to- 
day refuse to believe there will be a 
rupture. The Journee Industrille, or- 
gan of the financiers, declares It will 
yet prore possible to reconcile French 
and British viewpoints without a sac- 
rifice of France's basic policy and 
without abandoning Ruhr guarantees.

POWDER EXPLOSION 


FATAL TO ELEVEK 


Six Women Among Dead in Blast at 


Western 
Cartridge Plant- 


Twenty Others Are In- 


jured. 


ALTON, 111 July 11.—Ele%en per- 


sons. Including six women, were killed 
and twenty were injured In an explo- 
sion late yesterday at the Western 
Cartridge company plant at East Al- 
ton, according a revised check today. 


The blast which partially wrecked 


the plant and rocked homes and broke 
windows miles away is thought by of- 
flicials to have been caused by igni- 
tion of powder by a friction spark 
from machinery tn the salvage depart- 
ment 
All the dead and injured were em- 


ployes and practically all worked in 
the salvage department where 30-30 
cartridges purchased from the gov- 
ernment were being emptied of pow- 
der so that the explosives and metals 
might be re-used. 


The explosion came in a series of 


detonations that blew workers to 
bits, making indentification in some 
cases necessary by elimination. Ex- 
ploding cartridges shot in all direc- 
tions, cutting down victims and ming- 
ling with roars from explosive con- 
tainers on the salvaging machines. 
Parts of walls fell out as if they were 
bursted by tornado suction. 


Both public authorities and com- 


pany officials" are attempting to learn 
details of the explosion's cause. They 
are handicaped because those who 
were in the room when the first blast 
let go were instantly killed.

UNTHANK PROTESTS DEGREE 


Charges He Was Don* Out of Home- 


stead Rights in Property * 


Becently Sold. 


George and Fanny Unthank, whose 


home at 2610 Washington was re- 
cently sold to satisfy a judgment 
awarded Shea & Donnelly of Bedford, 
Ind. filed a petition in federal district 
court Wednesday to have.the decree 
set aside. The petition states that 
Mr. and Mrs. Unthank were wrong- 
fully deprived of their homestead in- 
terest in the property, valued at $2,000 
thru an imposition practiced by the 
Nebraska State bank and its attorney. 
The history of the transaction- fol- 
lows, in brief. 


The property in question was con- 


veyed to the bank June 23, 1920, 
ostensibly by warranty deed, really 
to secure an indebtedness of $65,000. 
Eight months later the Bank of Mead 
filed bankruptcy proceedings against 
Mr. Unthank, on the grounds that this 
transfer constituted a priority and 
was an act of bankruptcy, but this ac- 
tion was thrown out by a decree of 
May 13, ruling that'the transfer was 
void. Shea & Donnelly sued to im- 
press r. lien on the property on No- 
vember 14, and two weeks later Mr. 
Unthank went into voluntary bank- 
ruptcy and Homer Kyle was made 
trustee and % obtained exemption for 
the homestead rights. 


Shortly after the Shea & Donnelly 


suit was instituted, the 
Nebraska 
State bank informed Mr. and Mrs. 
Unthank that their interest was iden- 
tical with the bank's, and would be 
protected by the bank, and so they 
had resort to the bank's attorney and 
were persuaded by him to sign the 
instrument waiving their homestead 
rights and conyeylng them to the 
bank. The petitioners allege that they 
were deliberately deceived and their 
homestead 
rights taken away by 


fraud, and they ask to have the decree 
set aside which includes this transfer.

SEMI-CENTENNIAL 


Treaton Invites Governor to Speak 


at Massacre Canyon Celebra-

The battle of Massacre Canyon, 


which was Aught August 5 1873, Is the 
last battle ever waged by two tribes 
of Indians, Mr. Otis says. Sioux and 
Pawnees fought in the canyon near 
Trenton, now crossed at one end by 
the Goldenrod highway, and 138 Paw- 
nees were killed. J. W. Williamsen of 
Genoa, then the Pawnees white guide 
and the only white man to witness 
the battie, will he at the celebration 
as will Captain North, who was com- 
manding United States troops in the 
neighborhood of Sydney at that timev 
Fifteen Sioux Indians have agreed 


to come and put on their war dances, 
ghost dance and powwows. Three of 
these fifteen were in the battle of Mas- 
sacre Canyon. 
A large sign on the Goldenrod bJgh- 


way where it crosses the battle ground 
calls the travelers attention to the 
historic spot, and the memorial asso- 
ciation plans to erect a monument 
there in the next, few years. The or- 
ganization has incorporated for that 
purpose, and has a president, secre- 
tary and board of directors. 


THIRTY-FOUR LAWS 


IS TOTAL PRODUCT 


Digest of Work of Last Legislative 


Seision Discloses Comparatively 


Small Number of New 


Statutes. 


Only one-sixth of the total bills en- 


acted into law by the last session of 
the state legislature are really new 
laws, In the sense that they are not 
amendatory of any existing statutes. 
The average man has much to say 
about the increasingly large number 
of new laws. These figures do not 
back up the claim that the people are 
being'deluged with additions in such 
number that it is impossible to keep 
up with the work of the legislatures. 


Of the 197 laws passed at the 1923 


session of the Nebraska legislature 
just thirty-four are really new. Six- 
teen others are appropriation bills. Of 
the remaining 147 four are joint reso- 
lutions and 143 are amendatory of 
existing laws, that is, to say are new 
ways of taking care of old matters, 
and represent, the product of experi- 
ence. The great majority of these do 
not require any knowledge on the part 
of the average citizen as to their 
character, since they are directions to 
public officers how to perofrm their 
public duties. 
A part of the thirty-four new laws 


also represent new ways of doing 
things. 
As, for instance, one which 


requires auto busses carrying passen- 
gers to come to a full stop at all rail- 
road crossings. Here is the list, in 
tabloid form. 
Five cover matters in which tn>. far- 


mer is directly interested. One pro- 
vides for the candling of egfs before 
sale, another puts rendering establish- 
ments under 
supervision, another 


regulates hte sale of poultry, another 
the sale of evaporated milk and the 
other relates to sales of imitation 
butter. Others are: 
Permitting organization of charit- 


able associations; allowing employes 
in one county office to be shifted to 
another to take care of peak work 
loads; providing for the notification 
of foreign consulates in settlement of 
estates in which aliens are interested; 
reciprocity between high school dis- 
tricts in contiguous territory but" in 
different states; making state line 
boundaries for school districts, 
a 


special Dakota county measure; de- 
fining no fund check and providing 
penalties for giving of them; prohib- 
iting males of auto tires known as 
seconds without so stating; for vali- 
dation of conveyances where defects 
in titles exist; no jury trial in land 
dispute cases involving lost corners, 
providing for warrantee of title in 
covenants. 
Giving liens to threshermen and for 


work and labor; prodding for sugar 
mill districts; creating a state bound- 
ary commission; defining powers of 
officers taking prisoners thru state on 
extradition warrants; ratification of 
Nebraska-Colorado compact with re- 
spect to waters of interstate streams; 
exempting scoutmasters for liability 
for injuries to boy scouts; permitting 
construction of Bellevue river road 
authorizing Kinkaiders to put in stock 
gates: relating to opening of bids on 
public work, allowing the city of 
Chadron to sue the state for damages; 
prohibiting abandonment of telephone 
exchanges in towns; accepting 
the 


federal maternity act; requiring rail- 
roads to provide facilities for water- 
Ing stock in transit; requiring phys- 
ical connections of transmission lines 
where persons along them want cur- 
rent; establishing minimum rates for 
public utilities; offering the 
soldiers 


home at Burkett to the government 
for a hospital; relating internal rev- 
enue tax notices; permitting estab- 
lishment of county foundations. 


A study of the list shows that few 


are of such a character as to require 
all citizens to be familiar with their 
provisions.

All of which is to say that the main 


fault was with the mother herself. I 
makes no difference how wealthy one 
is, every girl should be taught how to 
earn her own living if necessary. This 
is preached about a great deal, bu 
not as often practiced. 


Time changes many things and nc 


one can ever know when Dame For 
tune will turn her back on vou anc 
you are left to shift for yourself. 


The safe thing to do is to be in a 


position to help yourself. Every gir 
should know some trade or profes 
sion. I know a young woman whose 
father was very rich indeed, and who 
for pleasure learned - how to be 
stenographer and a typist in order to 
help her father when they went away 
for the summer. 


This girl afterward found herself 


in destitute circumstances, having 
married a ne'er-do-well husband, and 
she was forced to support herself and 
her child. Many a time this woman 
told me how happy she was that she 
did not have to seek aid from rich 
relatives who might make her feel she 
was an object of charity. 


It is bad enough not to know how 


to make your own living, but to try 
to live even beyond your means or on 
those of somebody else is a harrowing 
existence indeed. 
Every girl can learn something, 


something for which she will be best 
fitted to make her own way in the 
world when it is necessary, and the 
mother who does not insist upon it 


usually 
pays for it 
later, as 
this

Up in tho forbidding mountains and 


•alleys that form a background to tho 
.andscape for the traveler 
on 
the 


steamers plying between Panama and 
David, dwell the mass of tho present 
Quaymios 
(pronounced. Why-races), 


about 5.000 iu number, in their homes 
scattered thru savannas (plains) and 
forests. 
From the time of the con- 


quest to the bepiunlng of the past 
century they have beeu more or less 
under the influence of Catholic mis- 
sionaries, but have since been left to 
most of their ancient customs and 
ways ot" living. 
Among the few vestiges left of that 


ransitory semi-civiljajBd condition un- 
der religious disiciplfue. perhaps the 
most conspicuous is the flowing gown 
of the women, tight around the neck 
and reaching down to the feet. When 
here is no stranger near, the gown is 
mostly discarded; 
and 
if a 
rain- 


shower surprizes a caravan on the 
treil, the women quickly strip, wrap 
their togs in a large banana 
leaf, 


place the parcel on the head and con- 
tinue on their way. 


This tribe Is not of a very prepos- 


sessing appearance. Their stature is 
rather variable, and their bearing has 
not the stateliness that is often no- 
ticed among other Indians. 


Among the women we met a few 


were actually pretty (and they knew 
it). 
Face-painting is a common prac- 


tice, restricted by neither age nor sex. 
altho the women seldom adorn them- 
selves except on great occasions 
Black, red and white are the favorite 
colors, being ordinary oil paint sold 
by the traders from schooners along 
the coast mostly bought in the town 
of Bocas del Toro (meaning Mouths 
of the Bull.) - 


Little girls keep their faces clean, 


but boys under twelve were seen with 
broad black blotches, without definite 
outline, around their eyes. In men the 
decoration is more elaborate, and cer- 
tain patterns, as well as the exact 
repetition of these by distinct people, 
leads to the belief that they formerly 
and may still have a significance as a 
totemic or tribal emblem.—Charles 
Bell Emerson, in Adventure Maga- 
zine.
